West Texans Urged To 
Help Meet Labor Quota 


The full threat of the German of­ 
fensive—ia longer, bloodier war than 
dreamed of even two weeks ago— 
has been laid before West Texans 
by the War Manpower Commission 
through the newspapers, the West 
Texas Chamber of Commerce and 
the 130 local chambers in the area. 
To these chambers has gone a let­ 
ter from E. W. Hardin, president of 
the WTCC, transmitting an appeal 
from the WMC that they actively 
join in getting across to their com­ 
munities the facts of the crisis. The 
call by C. E. Belk, state War Man­ 
power director, is that West Texas 
labor go all out in helping fill the 
national quota of 311,000 new war 
workers needed to meet Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s huge demand for munitions 
and supplies for the G.I.’s combat­ 
ting the Nazi onslaught. 
Hardin’s letter asks area chambers 
to meet and publicly endorse the 
War Manpower Commission’s plans 
for meeting this 
emergency. 
The 
plans call on every worker now em­ 
ployed to stay on the job if it is a 
war job; if not, to immediately go 
to the nearest U. S. Employment 
Service office and ask for referral 
to a war job, either at home or else­ 
where. Workers are asked not to 
take any job except on referral by 
the Employment Service, and em­ 
ployees are asked not to hire any 
workers except on U.S.E.S. referral.

This y ear, the home wreath ma k­ 
er can u se a bit of ingenu ity a nd 
concoct perhaps hand somer wreaths 
than ev er. 
Wire is scarce, so u nless last 
y ear’s wire frame was sav ed , a su b­ 
stitu te will be need ed . Some people 
twist two or more small, tou gh 
switches from hazel, maple or d og­ 
wood . 
They u se this, bou nd with 
moss, as a base for the holly o r 
ev ergreen wreath. 
A wire coat hanger, bent to circu ­ 
lar shape, is good for a wreath, 
and has the merit of being u ni­ 
v ersally obtainable. 
The ev ergreens or holly to be 
u sed for making the wreath shou ld 
be cu t into short lengths, longer for 
a large wreath, shorter for one of 
small d iameter, bu t abou t six inches 
the general length. 
The short sections are gathered 
into little bu nches and wired onto 
the wire fou nd ation. 
Strong green 
cord can be u sed to fasten them on, 
too, wrapping it ov er and ov er 
arou nd the frame. 
Small wire is 
better if obtainable. 
Another way of making a wreath 
is to wire each small bu nch of the 
greens onto a toothpick, then stick 
these into the moss-cov ered fram e­ 
work. 
Bu t for this method there 
mu st be a framework an inch or 
two broad instead of a single wire 
circle. 
Holly , spru ce, Dou glas fir, ced ar 
and many of the ornamental nu rsery 
v arieties of ev ergreens may be u sed 
to make the wreath.

A shepherd ’s pie is a one-piece 
d ish. 
It originated in the Balkans. 
The 
Balkan 
shepherd s 
probably 
learned of the d ish from a still old ­ 
er land becau se it is known that 
shepherd s hav e liv ed among their 
flocks since the d im ages. They ate 
their meals far from their homes or 
v illages, cooking them on the spot. 
There was only a cru d e fire and 
generally bu t one d ish in which to 
cook the entire meal. 
Althou gh it is- primitiv e and sim­ 
ple, a shepherd ’s pie is a whole­ 
some and d eliciou s meal in one d ish. 
In his kettle, the shepherd boils his 
rice and sa\*es what he d oes not eat 
immed iately . 
For a later meal, he 
first takes bits of lamb and with 
slices of onion, places this u pon a 
skewer and browns the meat and 
onion ov er a bed of coals. 
Then he greases the insid e of his 
d ish and cov ers the bottom with a 
half-inch lay er of left-ov er rice. Ov er 
the rice he slices a tomato. 
If he 
has a green pepper, thin slices o f 
pepper are ad d ed .

The full threat of the German of­ 
fensive—ta longer, bloodier war than 
dreamed of even two weeks ago— 
has been laid before West Texans 
by the War Manpower Commission 
through the newspapers, the West 
Texas Chamber of Commerce and 
the 130 local chambers in the area. 
To these chambers has gone a let­ 
ter from E. W. Hardin, president of 
the WTCC, transmitting an appeal 
from the WMG that they actively 
join in getting across to their com­ 
munities the facts of the crisis. The 
call by C. E. Belk, state War Man­ 
power director, is that West Texas 
labor go all out in helping fill the 
national quota of 311,000 new war 
workers needed to meet Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s huge demand for munitions 
and supplies for the G.I.’s combat­ 
ting the Nazi onslaught. 
Hardin’s letter asks area chambers 
to meet and publicly endorse the 
War Manpower Commission’s plans 
for meeting this 
emergency.

Service office and ask for referral 
t > a war job, either at home or else­ 
where. Workers are asked not to 
take any job except on referral by 
the Employment Service, and em­ 
ployees are asked not to hire any 
workers except on U.S.E.S. referral.

In commenting on the urgent need 
for the protection of life and limb 
in the American home, Dr. Geo. W 
Cox, State Health Officer, today de 
dared that accidents in the home 
are the cause of as many deaths as 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, 
and measles combined; of 
mort* than appendicitis; of nearly as 
many as diabetes; of over two-thirds 
as many as aute mobile accidents; and 
of over a third as many deaths as 
tuberculosis.

“Slippery floor surfaces, lack of 
hand-rails on cellar steps, absence of 
protective gates at the top of stalin 
in homes where there are small chil­ 
dren, toys left on stairs, unanchored 
small 
rugs on polished floors, and 
tho careless storage of poisons, sharp 
tools, and firearms are some of the 
more prominent hazards resulting in 
home accidents,” Dr. Cox said. 
“ However,” he added, “ in the last 
analysis, the problem boils d iwn to 
one of reasonable individual caution. 
When we consider that, most acci­ 
dents result from carelessness, we 
cannot view’ complacently the more 
than 30,000 deaths annually from 
this cause. These deaths, chargeable 
to remediable carelessness, can and 
should be reduced.”

deplorable at any time, but to per­ 
mit such a condition to persist now 
in view of our national crisis, is a 
neglect that cannot be condoned, and 
one which can seriously cripple our 
war effort.

This year, the home wreath mak­ 
er can use a bit of ingenuity and 
concoct perhaps handsomer wreaths 
than ever. 
Wire is scarce, so unless i^st 
y ear’s wire frame was saved, a sub­ 
stitute will be needed. Some people 
twist two or more small, tough 
switches from hazel, maple or dog­ 
wood. 
They use this, bound with 
moss, as a base for the holly or 
evergreen wreath. 
A wire coat hanger, bent to circu­ 
lar shape, is good for a wreath, 
and has the merit of being uni­ 
versally obtainable. 
The evergreens or holly to be 
used for making the wreath should 
be cut into short lengths, longer for 
a large wreath, shorter for one of 
small diameter, but about six inches 
the general length. 
The short sections are gathered 
into little bunches and wared onto 
the wire foundation. 
Strong green 
cord can be used to fasten them on, 
too, wrapping 
it over 
and over 
around the frame. 
Small wire is 
better if obtainable. 
Another way of making a wreath 
is to wire eat !', small bunch of the 
greens onto a toothpick, then stick 
these into the moss-covered fram e­ 
work. 
But for this method there 
m ust bf a framework an inch or 
two broad instead of a single wire 
circle. 
Holly, spruce, Douglas fir, cedar 
and many of the ornamental nursery 
varieties of evergreens may be used 
to make the wreath.

Shepherd s Pie Best 
Meal in Single Dish 


A shepherd’s pie is a one-piece 
dish. 
It originated in the Balkans. 
The 
Balkan 
shepherds 
probably 
learned of the dish from a still old­ 
er land because it is known that 
shepherds have lived among their 
flocks since the dim ages. They ate 
their meals far from th* ir homes or 
villages, cooking them on the spot. 
There was only a crude fire and 
generally but one dish in which to 
cook the entire meal. 
Although it is- primitive and sim­ 
ple, a shepherd's pie is a whole­ 
some and delicious meal in one dish. 
In his kettle, the shepht-rd boils his 
rice and sawes what he does not eat 
immediately. 
For a later meal, he 
first takes bits of lamb and w-ith 
slices of onion, places this upon a 
skewer and browns the m eat and 
onion over a bcd of coals. 
Then he greases the inside of his 
dish and covers the bottom with a 
half-inch layer of left-over rice. Over 
the rice he slices a tomato. 
If he 
has a green pepper, thin slices of 
pepper are added. 
Some of the 
meat and onion are added for an­ 
other layer. 
Then salt and pepper, 
more rice and the rest of the meat 
and tomatoes 
and peppers. 
And 
finally a top layer of rice. 
Last of all, he pours over the mix­ 
ture enough broth, or hot water if 
there is no broth, to about reach 
the top of the pie. 
Bake for three- 
quarters of an hour in a medium 
oven. When the top is browned, 
the pie is ready to eat. 
The modern housewife can follow 
the same recipe, only she can cook 
the meat and the onion in a frying 
pan and use canned tomatoes if she 
prefers. The pie will bake even bet­ 
ter in a good oven at about 450 de­ 
grees. 
The family casserole is a 
handy dish in which to make the 
pie. With a pound of left-over lamb 
as the base, here is a good meal 
for four.

The T E X A N 'S Share 
In The W ar 


One of Texas’ fighting sons re­ 
cently received a symbolic gift. The 
man: Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz of 
Fredericksburg. The gift: A 
huge 
Lone Star Hag* presented by the 
Sons of the Republic of Texas. 
Adm. Nimitz, who left the Hill 
Country to become in due course 
commander of the far-flung Ainoi i- 
can Pacific battle fleet, received the 
flag at his Pacific headquarters. 
Just as proud of Texas as the ad­ 
miral is Marine Pfc. Joe F. Bunte of 
Smithville. Wounded on Saipan, Joe 
got the Purple Heart from Lt. Gen. 
Holland M. 
Smith, commander of 
Marine forces in the Pacific. On ar­ 
riving at the hospital, young Bunte 
issued a historic statement: 
I say 
to hell with Saipan; give mc Texas.” 
T h e Smithville 
Marine got an 
abrupt initiation into the dangers on 
Saipan when his amphibious tractor 
was hit on the beach. Only throe of 
the crew managed to get out. Mat­ 
ter of fact, those three were blown 
out. But it wasn't until 18 days later 
that Bunte got that wound that tem- 
p rarily removed him from action. 


Another Texas Marine wounded 
on Saipan received the Purple Heart 
in an impressive mass ceremony at 
a Pacific base, called one of the 
largest affairs of its kind in Marino 
Corps history. He was 1st Lt. Willi­ 
am A. Day of Lometa, form er prin­ 
cipal at Rochelle High School. Hit 
by shrapnel on June IT, Lt. Day re- 
c ived his decoration with 371 other 
Marines and now has returned to 
duty. 
One of the armed services’ rare 
honors came recently 
to 
Gilberto 
Villarreal of Brownsville— a commis­ 
sion on the battlefield. 
T/Sgt. Villarreal became Lt. Vil­ 
larreal on Nov. 14, according to an 
announcement from headquarters of 
Lt. 
Gen. 
Mark 
W. 
Clark's 
Fifth 
Army in Italy. He is now serving as 
an antitank platoon leader. 
Sad messages came in clusters last 
week to Elgin relatives cf fighting 
Texans who made the supreme sac­ 
rifice. To the Gold Star list were 
added: Sgt. William H. Allen, Jr., 
officially reported to be dead after 
being missing in action since June 
12; 1st Lt. Sidney J. Cochran and 
Pvt. Donald E. Schwarz, both killed 
in the European theater Nov. 21.
